Subjects of that County , to prelerve you from the 
like Invaſions. And to ſhew how tarre We are from 
the juſt Sen{- and Iniiynation We might well enter - 
taine againſt thole, who have ſo wilfully fallin tron 
their Allegiance, or co:curred vith the dill )yalty 
of others , by not applying themſclves roa times 
preverition, We have ſent Our gratious Proclam, 

tion to inhibite Our Souidicrs trom plundrine, 6; 
uſing any violence to any of Our Subj:ts of th1: 
County , of what condition ſoever, and to tecurt 
them in the freedome of their Markets, that their 
Trade and Commerce may be renewed and continu. 
ed. Yer We muſt Declare unro you, that We expe 
ſome reparation, and anexcmplar teſtimony of their 
converſion and Aﬀection, who negleCting Our tor. 
mer Proclamations of Grace and Pardon, continued 
ſtill ro toment this unnaturall bloody diſſention, 
though We ſhall nor proceed with ſtrictnefſe and (ew 
verity againſt them; And it will not ſeeme juſt thar 
the Charge and Burthen, brought upon the Country 
by.the malice and connivence of ſuch Men, ſhou! 
be <qually. borne by thoſe who have fairhfully adhe- 
red ro their Loyalty and Aﬀection to Vs, which is 
the Caſe.inthe Rate for rhe monethly Contribution 
agreed upon, in which all Perfons of ability are e. 
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qually engiged , how diffcrent ſoever t'1eir Demee. 
nour hath been; And therefore Our Pleaſure ts, 
Thar you, or any three of you (whereot Ve appojin: 
you Our high Sheriffe zo be one ) cail and ſummon 
rogether the Gentlemen, Clergy and ſubſtant:a(! 
Frechol-!crs and Inhabitants of that Our County, 9 
appcare before you at ſuch times and places as you 
th.!l thinke moſt convenient , and move them 1n Our 
N ame trecly to afliſt and Contribute unto Vs acc vr- 
ding to ther {everall abilities, in thele Our urgent, and

mMiunderſtanding,or through feare and appreticnfign 
ot danger been fo faire tran{porticd, as to Contribute 
or conſent totheſe hurrid diflentions , will by tho 
free and liberall Afſiſtance ot Vs, cxpreſle, That tic 
former Errors procecded from Weirxneſt:, 107 ire; 
malice, And Our Pleaſure is, and We doc herchy 
authorize vou Our high Siciifte ro receive all luch 
{umincs of Money as thall be contributed unto Vs, 
and with the advicc of the Iuſticcs of the Peace, whe 
ih21laſlit you in this Service, to returne the namcs of 
all ſuch who ſhall exprefle their Aﬀecionsto Us thi- 
way, as likewiſe ot thoſe whole ſtubbornefle and 
ververicnfle may, in you: Opinion, have an ill Iniiu- 
:nce upon the Peace and quictof the County. Aogd. 
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you ſhall further requireallche Trained- Bands of that 
Our County,to ſend in their Armes they have bcer 
charged with, to Our Magazine at Cyrenceſter, within 
tenne daies after the date of this Our Letter,atthcir ut- 
moſt perill: and ifany men ſhall excule themſclves by 
liying, that their Armcs arc already delivercd in at 
lecefter or Cyrenceſter, or any other place, and there. 
forethat they cannot obey Vs herein, you hall ler 
them know, that We will not conſent that their readt- 
acfle ro obey thoſe commands which tended to the 
diſturbance of the Peace of that Our County, ſha!l be 
any cxcuſc for their not obcying Ours, which are for 
their neceſſary detence and tatery, and therctore We 
thallexpc& that every perſon, within that Our Coun- 
ty, Whois Charg'd with Armes, or hath found Armes 
Dy vertuc of the pretended Ordinance of the Mzligra, 
ſhall within the time prefixed deliverthe Armes with 
&hich 1- is Charged, and ſuch who cxccuted the M1l1- 
64,all their Armes into Qur {aid Magazine,cxcept ſuch 
Perſons who ſhall fvficiently make proof betore you, 
Thactheir Armcs were by Force and Violerice raken, 
z7roM them by the faid Rebells, and of this you (1141 
givc Us a partictiar Account, that We well knowino 
rhe number 0; Armcs that Qur County ſtands chat. 
ged with, ana with which private Peiſons have late- 
ly turnithedthemſclves, may judge of their Aﬀetti. 
ons by thcir Obedicnce to theſe Commands, Laſt. 
ly,becauſe the City of Gloceſter, notwithſtanding Our 
gratious Proclimation ard offer of Pardon, doth yet 
retuſe to yeeld that ſubmiſhon and obedience which is 
due to Us, whereby We m:y be compelled to viſit 
tholg parts with Our Army, which might elſe be free 
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from thoſe inconveniences, We ftraitly Will and 
Command all Our loving Subjects of that Our Coun- 
ty,to forbear, and not to entertain any Commerce or 
Traffique with Our ſaid Citty of Gloceſter, neither by 
buying or {elling, or any other offices of Neighbour- 
hood, till the ſame ſhall returne to it's Loyalty and 
SubjeRion; which if it ſhall doc, We ſhall receive it in- 
eo Our ProteQion, and defend it from any Affaults or 
violence. And you ſhall cauſe theſe Our Letters to be 
publiquely read tnall the Churches and Chappels of 
that Our County, thatall Our SubjeRts may know the 
contents thereof , and conforme themſelves accor- 
dingly.
